Test Collection System 


Coroner Jonas Hoyle was called to 


1604 Palica avenue this morning to 
investigate-lnto the death of Frederick 
,Rudat,.aged 62 years, who died at an 
early, hour today after-suffering terri- 
ble agony during the entire night. The 
coroner ordered the body to the Bay- 
ermann morgue and a post mortem 
examination held this afternoon. 


Coroner Hoyle stated today that, he 


believed Rudat'a death was due to 
poisoning, as last evening he drank 
.fluid contained In a bottle and which 
ha- believed was • liqudr. The bottle 
contained a mixture of ammonia and 
creosote which was used last fall in 
the killing of germs on rose bushes. 
The contents of the bottle looked like 
whisky, being of the same color, and 
the belief is that Rudat, thinking the 
liquid was whisky, took a. rather large 
dose and in a few minutes was suffer- 
'ing terrible pains in the throat and 
stomach. 


Efforts to Save Vain 


Physicians were summoned to at- 


tend the man, but their efforts to 
save his life were without avail, and 
about-twelve hours after he had par- 
taken 
of the poison Rudat 
passed 


away. Coroner Hoyle ordered a post 
mortem held In order to determine 
what the actual cause of death was. 
Rudat was a molder by trade. 


Coroner. Hoyle was called, but no. 


Inquest'was made. It was found death 
had resulted from perforation of the 
stomach- by taking creosote and am- 
monia, mistakin git for whiskey.

and other sea foods be adopted. Fish 
contains- as much nutriment as flesh 
foods, it is asserted.

know of this! and feel that Abstinence 
from use of meats is a hardship. 


There are a few exceptions made 


in the orders so tha.t persons who 
labor at hard work and believe meat 
essential may use it.

ent. 
From the discussion we learned 


a fact that may prove of great 
portanoe to Eaclne county farmers, 
namely that potash Is the only element 
needed in our marsh lands, 200 Ibs. 
to be put on an acre, tho same to be 
sown early and well worked in. 


Tha discussion on iioll conservation 


being completed. Mr. Scott then intro- 
duced Senator J. S. Donald, of Mt. 
Horob, who spoke on the subject of 
"Roadtt," saying that good roads were 
a very important factor in rural life 
from many points of view. 
Besides 


Raving much valuable time and horse- 
power. th«y also added to the attract- 
iveness of rural life, 
which has 
a 


tendency to keep th*' young folks on 
the farm. 
He stated that large sums 


of money have been raised for good 
roads, but It has not been properly 
applied and that now methods must 
be adopted. Drainage was mentioned 


being an important factor, 
and 


the split log drag was well recom- 
mended. 


Xot For Autos Alone 


He denied that good road legislation 
*ag boon urged as an aid for automo- 
biles alone, but for the general good 
of the entire community. 


A discussion followed Senator Don- 


ald's address, in which many points 
on good roads were brought out. 


Though the morning session wss not 


largely sttendsd, those present seem- 
ed to manifest considerable interest 
and entered freely Into 
the discus- 


sions. 


Th* afternoon session was called to 


order by Conductor Scott, who then 
proceeded to discuss the subject of 
"Crop Rotation." 
Mr, Scott is heart-

of crop rotation, and 


urged the farmers to adopt the same 
in case they had not already done BO.

Friday morning's session 
of

farmers' institute drew a somewhat 
larger crowd than the session Thurs- 
day morning. 


Conductor Scott introduced Mr. W. 


P. Busse, who gave the farmers a 
very instructive talk on swine. 
He 


recommends the growing of what he 
termed a medium sized hog, not fa- 
voring a hog of unusually large size, 
or any of the small and very One 
boned breed*. A hog of six or six 
and one-half months, weighing 200 to 
226 pounds, was considered by the 
speaker to be a very profitable kind 
to raise. Skimmed milk was consid- 
ered by Mr. Busse to be desirable as 
a basis of feeding, and he further 
said that it was Indeed poor policy 
to feed Just simply enough to keep 
the animal alive, but enough addition- 
al should be fed at all times, to create 
a constant growth of the Animal. It 
is his opinion 
that 
many pigs are 


stunted before they are born, and lays 
much stress on the care of the brood 
sow. 
Other things very essential to 


the proper raising of pig* are pas- 
turagi in summer, ample exercise in 
winter, with suitable houses, well ven- 
tilated and cleaned every day, 


Mr. Scott then gave a talk on feeds, 


explaining about 
the 
different ele- 


ments contained 
In 
foodstuffs and 


the purposes 
the 
several elements 


served in the feeding of the anlmaL 
He urged .the farmers to he observ- 
ing, and study the efforts of different 
feeds on the animals at various stages 
in their life and development, 
and 


thereby ascertain what may be called 
the proper system of feeding. 
The 


use of standard feeds, mixed to suit 
the individual need of the fanner us- 
ing It, was recommended, the use of 
oommsrclal feeds being uncertain in 
results thereof, and therefore not ad- 
visable. 


Some things that must 6« considered 


In feeding arc the age of animals, in- 
dividuality, climate, exercise, digesti-- 
bility of food, variety and succulence. 


Following the talk of Mr. Scott, Mr. 


Iheeseman gave a talk on cows. While 
not 
recommending any 
particular 


of cattle, he laid much stress' 


on the advisability of ralsir.j w«ll bred 
stock. 
By using animals 
of 
good 


breeding, and by properly feeding and 
caring for the same, the best results I 
may be obtained. He urged all the 
farmers to adopt a system of welgh- 
ng and' recording the amount of milk 
>roduced by each cow even* day, that 
hey may have a f u l l ' knowledge of 
exactly what each 
cow was doing. 


They would also be able to tell what 
effect a variation of feed would have 
upon a cow, and note the gain or loss 
of the various cows caused by such 
change. He recommended the use of 
.Ifalfa, claiming that where al'falfa 
s fed the grain ration may be ma- 
terially cut down. 


The afternoon session opened with 
i full house in attendance. Tha nrst 
address was giv<>n by Mr. John F. 
^amont, mayor of Wausau. Wle., his 
Rubjeet being "Northern Wisconsin." 
H(> spoke In very glowing language 
f the possibilities of thr northern 
eotlon of our stat*. and of the many 
advantages to bf found there. 
He 


gave his reauonK why people who con- 
emplatn moving should decide upon 
ocatlng in northern Wisconsin, 
in' 


preference to moving out of 
their 


tate. Though primarily a dairy coun- 
ry, northern Wisconsin is capable of 
reducing abundant crops of tho va- 
ious grains and hay, even corn doing 
ery well, as far north as I>ake Su- 
erior. 
Fruits are by no means an 


crop in northern Wiscon- 


n, and the speaker said thut 
with 


roper attention Wisconsin fruit can 
e made to equal, if not excel, any 
lat may be grown elsewhere in tho 


among farmers, and that 
farmers 


were too much engrossed in their own 
affairs, and appealed to tho farmers 
to gather together often, to become 
more like'one large family, lending a 
helping hand to each other. He warn- 
ed parents to be watchful of their 
children, look to the interests of the 
young folks, provide good reading for 
them and not overwork them. 


It is needless to say that the farm- 


ers' Institute was a great success and 
undoubtedly proved of great value in 
enlightening the farmers on the va- 
rious lines of tho farming industry. 
Of this we are almost certain, be- 
cause of the interest evinced by the 
farmers themselves. Let us hope that 
a large amount of the good received 
may be in evidence on our farms in 
the near future.

The movement of a 
horse will tell you a good deal about 
his disposition. Let me impress upon 
you that when you buy a borse you 
must study him from the foot up."
